I slori reached a stalemate and 
I was tabled by Mayor Haggard. 
I The mayor asked the council to 
| accept the vesignatlon of Gianni. 
[City Attorney C. Douglass 
I Smith told the mayor he had 
; only 'to appoint a successor and 
1 Giannl's resignation would   in 
effect be accomplished.

Mayor Haggard, said he. 
would not appoint a successor 
uiltll the Planning Commission
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. nominated a member for the . 
chair.   '   "
